Messrs. Epirors :—I have recently seen

trouble. The able editor of that Journal has 
told us ministers in this plain way that it is our 
duty to “preach the Gospel,” and that we are 
not to meddle in ether matters. He has also 
hinted quite intelligibly to our congregations 
that if we do not stick to our appropriate call- 
ing, they had better put us out of our pulpits. 
Now I am one who feels very anxious to re- 
tain his parish, to please all men, be a good 
man, and confine himself strictly to “preaching 
Accordingly for some years, I 
I discussed the doctrine of the 
I preached one 


the Gospel.” 

did so preach. 
atonement in fifty sermons. 
hundred times on the doctrine of the Trinity, 
refuting every errorist from Mercion to Chan- 

g ; and times without number on election 
and regeneration. All this time my parish 
was quiet as a grave yard. Every man patted 
me on the back, as one does a well-trained and 
fawning spaniel. 

After a while I became a little uneasy as I 
perceived that intemperance increased around 
me with frightful rapidity, and that many of 
our church members were engaging in the 
traffic. So after much fear and doubt, I ven- 
tured to preach on the matter, and with many 
apologies to my audience for intrading the 
subject on them, I hinted as gently as I could, 
at the wrongfulness of the business. But the 
very next day my good deacon called in great 
trepidation to beg me not to give any more of- 
fense to such influential men as Esq. Fillbot- 
tle and Col. Rumjug ; and he had hardly left 
the house when these two gentlemen came in, 
and after many protestations of profound re- 
spect for ministers, so long as they adhered to 
their sacred duties, hinted to me that if I med- 
dled any more with such profane and secular 
matters as the rum-traffic, my situation would 
be a very precarious one. I perceived my 
error ; and betook myself again to “preaching 
the Gospel,” and had the high gratification of 
regaining the favor of these influential men. 

Some time elapsed, during which I was 
compelled to see awful results and deaths 
from intemperance, in my own Congregation. 
Deeply affected by these events, I wrote a 
sermon in the most cautious and prudent man- 
ner, in which I hinted tenderly at these trage- 


dies, and very gently begged of our young 


ning ; 


people to think of the pledge of total absti- 
nence. But alas, though my people loved and 
respected me so much, yet on Sabbath evening 
there was a sort of informal indignation meet- 
ing, at which a vote was passed, “that the Gos- 
pel says nothing about pledges or total absti- 
nence : that eating and drinking are not fit sub- 


jects for pulpit discussion ;—that our minister 


be requested to confine himself to his appro- 
priate work of preaching the Gospel ; — that 
if he persists in meddling with other people’s 
affairs, it will be our duty to roll his black coat 
in the dirt.” These resolutions were handed 
to me by Mr. Soakwell, Mr. Blackeye, Mr. 
Beatwife, Mr. Ragwindow, and Mr. Rumfull 
I assured the deputation that I had not design- 
ed to give offense by my preaching, and hoped 
the matter would pass off without any further 
agitation. For the next twelve months, I 
preached over all my old sermons on the 
atonement, clection, perseverance, and free 
agency, and gave universal satisfaction. 

It so happened that an anti-slavery agent 
came to my house, and had considerable con- 
versation with me on the rights and wrongs of 
the slave. I must own to the weakness of hav- 
ing felt some sympathy for my colored breth- 
ren as the spoke with me : for up to that time 
I had considered it my duty to have nothing 
te do with so delicate a matter, especially as 
my neighbor, Rey. Mr. Truthful, had recently 
lost his place by meddling with it. But I 
thought that, with my well-known discretion, I 
might manage to suggest the topic to my 
So, in one of my old “Gospel ser- 
mons,” I put in a new, brief head, hinting 
that if we had the spirit of Christ in us we 
should feel for the slave, as Christ did for the 
wretched. But I ought to have known bet- 
ter; for at the sound of the word slave, every 
sleeper in the house actually opened his eyes 
and stared at me; and esquire Hateblack got 
up and walked out of the house. That very 
evening my old Deacon Smallbrain came in to 
inform me that the whole congregation was in

Without further detail, I will merely men- 
tion that I once alluded to gambling, and re- 
ceived the next day a rather threatening note, 
asking me if the Bible forbade gambling, and 
bidding me “preach the Gospel,” and not med- 
dle with people’s amusements. Again I once 
hinted at the gay and dissipated balls and dan- 
ces among the church members, and was re- 
primanded by Hon. Mr. Worldly for getting 
out of my sphere, and was assured by him that 
aminister could be respected only so long as 
he continued at his appropriate work—that of 
preaching the Gospel. Once in a“Fast ser- 
mon” I ventured to speak of the political sins 
of the day, and by so doing actually drove 
away from the congregation Mr. Seekoffice and 
Mr. Demagogue, who swore they would never 
hear a man preach who outraged his audience 
by meddling with polities.

The Capacity of the River Jordan 
for Immersion. 


Searcely more than a twelve-month has 
elapsed since Baptists were held up to ridi- 
cule by Presbyterian A. M.’s and Methodist 
circuit riders, for their utter ignoranee of ge- 
ography, in presuming the river Jordan capa- 
ble of being immersed in! Congregations 
have been quite convinced by these scholars, 
that so soon as Baptists educate more, and be- 
come aquainted wlh geography, they would 
give up and repudiate Jordan immersion, as 
altogether impracticabie and visionaay. But 
these learned geography teachers and world 
enlighteners, unfortunately for their cause, 
disagree among themselves about some (to 
them) minor points. ‘They were agreed in de- 
nying the possibility of immersing in Jordan, 
but the peculiar feature in the river that ren- 
dered the rite impracticable, they were not 
agreed upon. Pedobaptists divided between 
opinions and following their different leaders, 
most strenuously maintained two opposite and 
destructive theories. One part maintained 
that the Jordan was but an insignificant, sleep- 
ing vill not containing in any one place, water 
sufficient in which to immerse the body of an 
adult—the course of which could be stopped 
or turned aside with the foot of the passer.— 
To this enlightened class belongs the late Mr. 
Slater, Methodist, and others of his society 
that we could mention. The other party that 
contend for an opposite ground of inpractibili- 
ty, maintain that the size of the Jordan its ex- 
treme depth, the velocity of its current, and 
the precipitousness of its banks!! To this 
class belongs the Rev. Mr. Jenkins. While 
these parties were thus laughing at poor igno- 
rant Baptirts because they would believe the 
plain declarations of Holy Writ, which declares 
that John did baptize, net in Jordan dale, but 
in the River of Jordan, in preference to the au- 
thority of these otherwise sages, an expedition 
commanded by Lieut. Lynch, as though direct- 
ed by Providence, set sail for the exploration 
of the River Jordan and the Dead Sea. The 
The results of his observations have been giv- 
en to the world, and they forever incontestibly 
seitle this question. We will give afew ex- 
tracts from the work, not to convince Baptists, 
but for the better informasion of Messrs Slater 
Jenkins and others in Tennessee. — 

Extracts from Lynch’s Expedition. 

At 3,45, swept out of the Lake, (the Sea of 
Galilee,) course W. by N. Our course varied 
with the frequent turns ofthe river (Jordan.) 
The average breadth about seventy five feet. 
The banks rounded, and about thirty feet high. 
Water clear, and about ten feet deep. p. 171- 

We halted at the ruins of an old bridge, 
now forming obstructions,over which the foam- 
ing river rushed like a mountain torrent.— 
The river was about thirty yards wide. p. 
174. 

River, twenty-five to thirty yards wide ; cur- 
rent two and a half knots; water, clear and 
sweet. We passed two islands, one of them 
very small, p. 175. : 

We accomplished this difficult passage,, 
(Falls of Semakh,) after severe labor, up to 
our waists in water, for upwards of four hours. 
p. 178. F 

River, fifty-five yards wide, and two and a 
half feet deep. Current, four knots. ....- . 

At 5.40,, the river about sixty yards wide, 
and current three knots... .- - 5.44, passed 
a small stream coming in on the right. 4.46, 
another small stream, same side, 150 yards be- 
low. .. Water clear, eight feet deep, hard 
bottom. 180 

Half a mile below Abeiniych the river be- 
came deeper, witha gentle descent, current 
three and half knots. 6.15, passed a small 
Island, covered with grass. p- 181. 

Average width of the river to-day forty yards; 
descended nine rapids, three of them terrific 
ones ; passed one island. p. 184. 

Rode nearly down to where the Yermak 
(ancient Hieromax) falls into the Jordan from 
the east. p- 186. 

By swimming across some distance up the 
stream, one of the men carried over the end 
of a rope and made it fast around the roots 
of a bush. . . . In order not to risk the men 
I employed some of the most vigorous Arabs 
in the camp to swim by the side of the boats 
and guide them, if possible, clear of danger. p. 


189. 
At 4.20, passed the mouth of the Yermak, 


forty yards wide. Passed an island twelve 
feet high, covered with grass and weeds. p. 
191. 

The bridge (Jisr Mejamia,) gracefully spans 
the river at this point. It has one large and 
three smaller Saracenic arches below, and six 
smaller ones above them, four on the east, and 
two on the westside. The river deep, narrow 
and impetuous. p. 193. i 

The river, thirty-five yards wide, six feet 
deep, gravelly bottom ; current five knots. - - 
2.41, river very serpentine, five feet deep— 
water appeared to have fallen two feet within 
the last day or two.* p. 202. 

We descended to-dav three large aud seven 
small rapids. We passed one small stream 


coming in from the south-east, and four small 


islands. The river averaged forty five yards 
in width, four feet deep, and five knots current. 
p- 203. 

Beyond these interruptions, (fearful rapids) 
the river flowed broad and deep, yet maintain- 
ing much of the features of a torrent.—Many 
islands—some fairy-like, and covered with a 
luxuriant vegetation ; others mere sand bars, 
and sedimentary deposits, interrupted the 
course of the river, but were beautiful features 
in the genervl monotomy of 
215 

Here and there a gurgling 


the shores. p. 


rivulet poured 
its tribute of pure water into the now discol- 
ored Jordan. p. 217. 

In our course to-day, we have passed twelve 
islands, all, but three, of dimunitiv e size, and 
noted fourteen tributary streams, ten on the 
right and four on the left bank. p. 219. 

The width of the river was much as seventy 
yards, with two knots current, and narrowed 
again to thirty yards, with six knots current, 
the depth ranging from tivo to ten feet. p. 
221. 

A little barren island divided the stream at 
the ford, and the current swept by with such 
rapidity as to render it doubtful whether the 
passage could be effected. Mr. Bedlow how- 
ever, made the attempt, and 
reaching the island; with no greater inconyven-

the river caused us some apprehensions for 
the safety of our cook, Miestafa, who being

We have to-day descended ten moderate 
and sixty ugly rapids, and passed three tribu- 
taries to the Jordan, two quite small, and of 
Also four large and seven- 
teen small islands. The depth of the river 
has been in proportion to the width and veloc- 
ity of the stream. At one place the river was 
eighty yards wide, and only two feet, deep.— 
The average width has been fifty-six yards, 
and the average depth a little more than four 
feet. p. 238. 

The river, forty yards wide and seven feet 
deep, was flowing at the rate of six knots down 
We 


respectable size. 


a rapid descent, with much drift’ wood. 
soon passed two islands. p. 252. 

At 0,30 rp. Mm. we arrived at “El Meshra,” 
the bathing place of the Christian Pilgrims, af- 
ter having been fifteen hours in the boats.— 
This place is conseerated by tradition as the 
place where the Israelites passed over with 
the ark of the covenant, and where our blessed 
Saviour was baptized by John, p. 299 

Tuesday April 18—At3 A.M. we were 
aroused by the intelligence that the Pilgrims 
were coming. The party which had 
disturbed us was the advanced guard of the 
great body of the pilgrims. At five, just at the 
dawning of day,the last out made its appearance 
coming over the crest of a high ridge in one 
tumultuous and eager throng. In the wild 
haste of a disorderly rout, Copts and Russians 
Poles, Armenians, Greeks, and Syrians, from 
all parts of Asia, from Europe, Africa, and 
from far distant America, on they came : 
women, an children, of every age and hue, 
and every variety of costume : talking, seream- 


men, 


under the sun. Mounted as variously as those 
who had preceded them ; many of the women 
and children were suspended in baskets, or 
confined in cages ; and with their eyes strain- 
ing towards the river, heedless of all interven- 
ing obstacles, they hurried eagerly forward, 
and, dismounting in haste, and disrobing with 
precipitation, rushed down tothe bank, and 
threw themselves into the stream. ‘They 
seemed to be absorbed by one impulsive feel- 
and perfectly regardlesss of the observations 
of others. Each one plunged himself, or was 
dipped by another, three times below the sur- 
face, to honor of the Trinity. p. 271 

The pilgrims descended to the river where 
the bank gradually slopes. Above and below 
it is precipitous. The banks must have been 
always in high places, and the water deep, or 
the axe-head would not have fallen into the 
water, and Ellsha’s miracle have been unnec- 
essary to recover it. p. 263. 

The river forty feet wide, twelve feet deep, 
bottom blue mud. p. 266. 

The river here fifty yards wide eleven feet 


deep. . - River eighty feet wide, and fast 
increasing in breadth, seven feet deep. p. 
267. 


At 3,25, passed the extreme western point, 
where the river is one hundred eighty yards 
wide, and three feet deep, and entered upon 
the Dead Sea. p. 268. 

We call attention to the annual visitation of 
the Pilgrims of almost every Oriental nation.

The Evening Session commenced at precisely 
71-2 o'clock. It was introduced wrth prayer by 
Rev. A. D. Gillette, of Philadelphia. An Abstract 
of the Annual Report ofthe Board was read by 
the Corresponding Secretary, followed by an Ad- 
dress from Professor J. M. Raymond, of Madison 
University, founded upon the following resolution: 


Resotved, That the stirring events of the last 
year and the “Signs of the Times,” pregnant with 
the promise of yct more astounding developments, 
are adapted to napress every Christian with a deep- 
ening sense of the importance of Home Missions, 
and at once stimulate and encourage this Society 
to double diligence in its great work. 


After singing a “ Hymn for the West” the con- 
gregation were again addressed by Rev. H. Mal- 
com, D. D., of Philadelphia, on the following reso- 


en of the Colporteurs were Germans.

‘The salaries raised 
from $100 to $150 per annum. 

Twenty-three Ministers and sixteen Sunday 
Schools have been furnished with libraries of the 
average value of ten dollars ; making 140 Minis- 
ters and Sunday Schools, thus aided, within six 
years.

In the Foreign field, 
grants have been made of our publications tor Chi 
na, Burmah, Assam, Africa, France, Germany, Ja- 
maica, Hayti and Canada, besides a remittance to 
France in money, to establish Sunday Schools. 

The ten thousand dollar fund has nearly all been 
paid mm, and grants have been made to persons in 
seventeen states, also in California, to seamen, &c. 
On the Ist of March 1219, the sum of $5,000 com 
menced bearing interest, and on the first of Mareh 
IAS], the sum of $4,300 commenced bearing inate 
rest, making a total of £0,200, now bearmg inte 
rest, and upon which grants will hereafter be 


made, 

The prices ol the books published by the Socte- 
ty have been reduced about twenty per ceat. The 
typographical appearance has been also improved, 
andthe tracts will hereafier be issued on paper of 
a still better quality. 

The Treasurer's Report was then read by Rev. 
B. R. Loxley, Assistant Treasurer. The receipts 
for the legitunate purposes of the Society during 
the year ending March 15, 1850 were $23,025 S5, 
an amount larger than in any former year. The 
receipts for the Societies were $006 84, making a 
total of $24,822.60. The s‘ock of Use Society in 
books, printed sheets &c., at a fair cash valuation 
is 10,567 81. The stereotype plates, (11,802 pa- 
ges) wood cuts &c., valuing the old plates at half 
price, are worth $9,617 54. The total value of 
stock and stereotype plates is 20,215 35 being an 
increase of $1,490 13, notwithstanding the reduc 
tion in prices. ‘The copyrights, some of them very 
valuable, are not reckoned. The Library also con 
tains about 1100 volumes, and will we hope be 
hereafter increased by the donations of valuable 
works,

American Tract Society. 


The twenty-fifth anniversary of this Society 
was held at the Broadway ‘Tabernacle, Wednes- 
day, May 8, Hon Thomas 8. Williams, President, 
in the chair. An abstract of the Annual Report 
was read by Rev. Wm. A. Hallock and Rey. R.8. 
Cook, secretaries. 

The following is a summary of the principal 
facts communicated : 

Arrangements are in progress, in Russia, for the 


printing and circulation of 100,000 tracts in the 
Russian army ; and Merle D’Aubigne’s History of 
the Reformation is about to be translated into Ital- 
ian, by the Italian Society at Genoa, for which the 
Amerian Tract Society has forwarded a portion of 
the requisite funds ; the number of new publica 
tions issued during the past year is seventy-three, 
of which 28 a:e volumes; total publications now 
on the Society's list, 1528, of which 234 are vol- 
umes—besides 2490 approved for foreign stations, 
in about 110 dialects and languages.

American Home Missionary Society. 


| The twenty-fourth anniversary of this Society 
was held at the Broadway Tabernacle Monday 


evening May 8 The following abstract of the 


treasurer’s Report was read by one of the Secre- 
taries :

160 7, 
| Liabilities —There waa due to the missionaries, 
at the dato of the last report, $10,044 60. There 
has since become due, $147,347 26; making total 
of liabilities, S157. 301 86. 

SUMMARY OF RESULTS 

The Society has had in its service the last year, 
12 ministers of the Goepel, in 27 different States 
and Territories ;—in the New England States, 301; 
the Middle States, 228 ; the Southern States, 15 ; 
the Western States and Territories, 428, 

Of these, 677 have been the pastors or stated 
supplies of single congregations ; and -21 have 
oecupied larger fields. Five have preached to con- 
gregations of colored people ; 10 to Welch ; and 
28 to German congregations; one to a congrega- 
tion of Norwegians ; and one to a congregation 
of Swedes. 

The number of congregations supplied, in whole 
or in part, is 1,575; and the aggregate of ministe- 
rial services performed, is equal to 812 years. 

The pupils in Sabbath schools amount to nearly 
75,000 ; and subscribers to temperance pledges to 
113,000. 

There have been added to the churches, 6,682, 
viz: S15, by profession ; 2,567, by letter. Many 
of the Western churches particularly have, within 
a few months, been visited with special effusions of 
the Spirit. Seventy one missionaries make men 
tion in their recent reports of revivals of religion ; 
and $23 report 3,108 hopeful conversions.

American Bible Society. 


Pie thirty-fourth anniversary of the American 
Bible Society was held at the Broadway Taberna- 
cle Thursday May. Hon. ‘Theodore Frelinhuy- 
sen, President of the Society, in the chair, and at 
opening of the meeting delivered an appropriate 
speech on the unportance of giving the Bible to 
the world. 

The annual Report was then read by Mr. Joseph 


Hyde, assistant ‘Treasurer, from which it appears 
that the receipts of the year, from all sources, have 
been $201,614 81—an increase of $34,744 68 over 
those of the previous year. 

The number of Bibles and ‘Testaments issued in 
the same time, G23,395. These books have been 
distribued in every State and Territory of the Un- 
ion ; in the West Indies, in Spanish and Portu- 
guese America, in Canada and New Branswick ; 
among seamen, immigrants, hospitals, prisons, 
Protestants and Romanists, white men, red men 
and colored men, or among all who were accessi- 
ble. Since the formation of the Society, 6,980,- 
5:35 copies of Bibles and ‘Testaments have been is- 
sued by it. 

A New Testament, with Spanish and English 
in parallel columns, has been prepared ; also the 
book of Gensis in Grebo for West Africa, and the 
book of Acts for an Indian tribe in South America. 
Arrangements are also in progress for publishing 
the Spanish Bible entire, durmg the coming sea- 
son. In addition, the Society has engaged to pub- 
lish a portion of the Bible translated into the Choc- 
taw language ; aleo into the Seneca language, for 
the use of Indians in Western New York. 

The namber of agents employed has been thir- 
ty, including two in Texas, one in California, and 
one in the West Indies. A large number of Bible 
distributors or colporteurs, have also been in ser- 
vice, but procured, directed and paid by the local 
auxiliaries, aided by the parent society only when 
necessary. Besides the grants of books from the 
Depositoay, moneys have been sent for making the 
same in France, Turkey, Syria, Persia, at Bombay, 
Madras, Ceylon, and Lodiana in India; also in 
China, in South Africa, and at the Sandwich Is- 
lands. The whole amount of these payments is 
$17,900; and there isstill voted, but not yet paid, 
nearly the same amount.

Emancipateo Staves.—— Mr. Timothy Rog- 
ers, deceased, late of Bedford county, Va., by li 
wi)l emancipated all his slaves, some thirty in nun 
ber, on condition of their being sent to Liberia. 
He also left a considerable amount of money for 
the use of the slaves, but made no provision fur 
their removal. By the laws of Virginia slaves can 
not be emancipated and remain in the State free 
men. Under these circamstances an appeal was 
made by the Secretary of the Colonization Societ) 
for funds to remove them to Liberia. Eighteen 
hundred dollars was the sum required for this pur 
pose, and the Society was destitute of funds. A 
statement of the case was made through the Jow: 
nal of Commerce, with a request for eighteen sub 
scriptions of one hundred dollars each, and the 
money was raised in the course of a few days in 
one hundred dollar subscriptions. By this act 0 
slaves are freed from slavery ; “but what are thes 
among so many ””

‘Those who started from the towns on the river with 
what was supposed to be a sufficient amount of pro- 
vender to last until the grass appeared, had exhaust- 
ed their stock, and returned to the settlements 
At Weston, and in the neighborhood, there were 
from 2000 to S000 emigrants anxiously awaiting 
the time for their departure ; at Nt. Joseph, there 
were S000 to 10,000 personas ; and at Independence, 
and other pots, the number must be very great. 
There is reason to suppose, from the unpropitious 
state of the weather, that many will abandon the 
enterprise altogether, rather than remain inactive 
until the grass shall grow. ‘The reports in regard 
to the health of the emigrants, differ essentially 

some affirming that there is much sickness among 
them, and others denying it in positive terms. We 
cannot pretend to say which is right, although it ts 
not improbable that the unusual mode of life upon 
Which many of the emigrants have entered, the ex- 
posure and the excitement, may have produced some 
sickness among them.

He was the son of respectable, but irreli- 
gious parents, who, instead of spending the 


Sabbath in the house of God, either spent it 
in idleness, or in doing “their own work.”— 
When desecrated, the Sabbath is usually a day 
of fearful temptation. Sabbath sins make 
deep impressions on the soul. Whilst yet 
young he became a Sabbath vagrant—joined 
profane companions—acquired the habit of 
drinking ; and so rapidly grew the love of 
drink into a ruling passion, that at mature 
years he was a confirmed drunkard. His pa- 
rents died, and the portion of property that 
fell to his lot was squandered. “And for 
years,” said my informant, “he has been drunk 
every day.” 

“ But how,” Lasked, “did he get the money 
to pay for liquor ?” 

“He has been employeds” he replied, “ by 
Mr. H—— to shoot squirrels in the woods, 
and to catch water rats in the marshes; and 
for the skins of these he has been paid in 
whiskey.
